Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Gorski telephoned the examiner to inquire as to why claim 10 
was objected to as being allowable if written in independent form. The examiner informed Mr. Gorski that it was the 
combination of the at least one protrusion and the adhesive holding the sleeve on the contianer. Mr. Gorski informed 
the examiner that a new drawing would be filed with regard to the 1 .83(a) drawing objection where the annular 
protrusion was not shown. Mr. Gorski also informed the examiner that he would amend the specification to clarify the 
sleeve is held on by the combination of the adhesive and the at least one protrusion. This was in original Fig. 6. 
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
